Claims 1, 2 and 5-10 

Document 1 describes an information collection system, in which when a client peruses a server of an 
information provider, the perusal information is accumulated in a server of an information collector 
according to the program installed on the client side and statistically processed together with such 
information as sex and age bracket (i.e., "additional information"). 

The subject matters of claims 1, 2 and 5-10 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of 
documents 1 and 2 respectively cited in the ISR. The inventions of documents 1 and 2 have a common 
technical problem of giving perusal information. To solve the common technical problem, the invention 
of document 1 uses an installed program. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of using 
the means of giving perusal information based on an information collection instruction transferred 
together with perusal information described in document 2, instead of the installed program. Whether an 
applet or script is to be used as the transferred information collection instruction is a mere matter of 
selection for a person skilled in the art. 

Furthermore, document 4 describes an information collection system, in which (1) a tracing method 
(information collection instruction script) is implanted in the information downloaded from a server 
(corresponding to "a server of an information provider" of the present application), (2) a client monitors 
various characteristics, and (3) the monitored information is transmitted to another computer (a server of 
an information collector) connected to the network. 

Claims 3 and 4 

The subject matters of claims 3 and 4 do not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 
1-3 respectively cited in the ISR. The information collection system described in document 1 and the 
customer information registration repeating system described in document 3 belong to technical fields 
closely relating to each other. A person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of applying the 
means of collecting such data as customers' personal information (additional information) at a service 
center (corresponding to "a server of an information collector" of the present application) described in 
document 3, to the information collection system described in document 1 .

1. (Amended) An information collecting system on a network using 
internet technique to which a server of an information provider, a dient 
5 browsing the server of said information provider and a server of an 
information collector are connected, comprising: 

means for inserting an information collecting instruction script to 
information of the server of said information provider provided by itself;

10 said information collecting server includes means for collecting,
